TALKS OF HIS. WORK 


Declares Revolutionists Are 
Gaining—Says Nicholas 
Keeps Posted. 


¥ 


Viadimir Bourtseff, the Russian revo- 
lutionist most dreaded by the Czar, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday at the 
Terminal Hotel that the Qzar knows all 
the cruelties practised by his police, and 
approves them, despite the opinion to 
the contrary that the ruler is a figuee- 


head, unaware of the doings in his 
empire. 

Bourtseff is no bearded and black- 
eyed bomb-thrower. He is blond, blue- 
eyed, a trifle nearsighted, with mild 
manners and a diffident air. 

In his speeches Sunday he will not 
preach the gospel of dynamite;  al- 
though as a historian he“recognizes, he 
says, that the bomb is an inevitable 
accompaniment of the struggle for free- 
dom from oppression. He will tell how 
he unmasked Azeff, the noted spy, 
who, while in the pay of the Czar, be- 
came a leader of the revolutionists, and, 
to convince “them of his sincerity, incit- 
ed. them to several. bomb outrages, one 
against the life of the Czar’s uncle. 

The main purpose of Bourtzeff’s trip 
to this ceuntry is to study the Russian 
spy system which, he says, exists here. 
He will be in St. Louis until Monday. 

‘If anyone ig placed under arrest, if 
anyone is tortured in prison, if any 
house is searched by the police, the Czar 
is instantly informed,” he said. “It 
was the Czar who has caused the opin- 
ion abroad that he knows hothing of the 
actions of the police. The fact is, he 
knows even what is being written about 
him in the foreign press.” - 

“£ ew persons know how much the 
Czar cares for American public opin- 
ion,”” continued Bourtzeff. ‘He ts well 


informed ..as to articles which appear 


him fn the American press. He 
has;a corps of writers who are subsi- 
dized to speak well of him in the for- 
eign press. He is trying in every way 
to discredit the revolutionists and to 
gain sympathy for himself. 

American Press Powerful. 

“The American press wields an enor- 
mous power in Russia. That can easily 
be seen from the outcome of the trial 
of Tchaikovsyand Babuska, or Mme. 
Beroskaya, as she is known here. In 
$8) years no man with the record of 
Tchaikovsky was acquitted in Russia. 
This man has been allowed to go free 
ip spite of his past because he has 
gained friends in America while visit- 
ing here. 

“I can hardly tell you how thank- 
furthe revolutionists in Russia are 
to the American press and to the 
American people for their sympathy 
and help. Those who are peasimistic 
as to the outcome of the revolution 
are mistaken. They do not understand 
the situation clearly. -There is no 
reason for being pessimistic. . Optim- 
ism is the word just now. The fight 
is going on, quietly to be sure, but 
it is goilg on and is more systematic 
than before. 

We have succeeded in getting rid: of 
the agents of the Russian police who 
invaded the ranks of the revolutionists 
and became leaders. We know our men 
now and we are watching. It was a 
hard thing to unmask them. 

“My own eomrades suspected me. 

They thought I was insane when I spoke 
of Azeff as being in the pay of the 
Government. ,. 
They said the hounding of the Rus- 
sian police had resulted in my becom- 
ing afflicted with the persecution ma- 
nia. But the truth had te come out. 
It did come out. Now aAzeff is a 
doomed man. So far he has eluded the 
revolutionists. He is in the pay of the 
Russian Government- ang is now the 
practical head of the secret police. 

“That shows what kind of man the 
Czar is. It was Azeff who planned. the 
attempt on the life of the Czar’s uncle, 
it was he who caused Von Pleve's 
death, and still the same man is kept in 
the employ of the Czar, simply because 
he is qualified from his experience_ to 
interfere with the work of the revolu- 
tionists. ‘ 

“I have documents in my possession 
that show clearly that the Czar knows 


how many men are killed and how many } 


women are attached. He* can not be 
thought ignorant under these circum- 
stances. The Czars in Russia for many 
years past have not. been the figure- 
heads that outsiders thought them. 
They were tyrants who knew 
what they wanted. Nicholas is that 
kind of a ruler. 

“I have data, part of which has been 
in which it is shown clearly 
that the Czar caused the Russo-Japa- 
nese war for his own private purposes.

ON USE OF THE FREE BRIDGE 


| After a conference with Mayor Kreis- 
mann and other city officials, lasting 
from 10:30 a. m. to 1:15 p. m. Friday, 
Cc. L. Hilleary, general agent of the Big 
Four end New York Central Railroad 
lines at St. Louis, left the City Hall 
with data given him concerning the use 
of the Free Bridge, and copies of the 
ordinance governing the rental for the 
use of the bridge by railroads. He also 
carried with him maps showing the lo- 
cation of the proposed approaches to 
the bridge. 

‘It is announced that other conferences 
will be held with officials of other East 
Side railroads at times to suit the con- 
venience of the railway officials. Mayor 
Kreismann will notify the East Side 
lines that they may discuss the condi- 
tions and laws governing the use of the 
Free Bridge with the St. Louis city of- 
ficlals if they so desire. 

Those attending the conference Friday 
were Mayor Kreismann, President Reber 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
Councilman Drew, Delegate Hilden- 
prandt and Hilleary. The meeting was 





called by the Mayor at the request of 


Hilleary, who desired official informa- 
tion concerning the bridge and its use. 

At the close of the conference Mayor 
Kreismann’s secretary gave out a state- 
ment saying: 

“The general subject of the use of 
theefree bridge by the Big Four Rail- 
road was discussed at the conference, 
particularly with reference to the Hast 
Side approach, and regarding the most 
advisable approach in the event that the 
Big Four decides to enter St. Louis by 
the bridge. 

“No definite action was taken, nor 
was any proposition made by Mr. Hil- 
leary regarding the use of the free 
bridge by his company. President Reber 
explained to him the various ap- 
proaches, and will furnish him with any 
additional data he may desire. 

“Mr. Hilleary did not commit himself, 
but after considering all the information 
given him his company will be able, if 
it desires, to make a proposition to the 
city.

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Known Characters 
Succumbs to Apo- 
plexy- While Return- 
ing From Visit With 
His Sons.. 


The funeral of former Mayor Henry 
Ziegenhein will be held Sunday after- 
noon at the family residences, 3321 South 
Thirteenth street. 

Ziegenhein, who was president vf the 
Lafayette Bank and one of the leading 


business men of South St. Louis, died 
of apoplexy on a Broadway car at 10 
DP. m., Thorsday. He was returning 
from East St. Louis, where he had been 
in a business conference with his sons, 
Fred and Henry, on a ‘hotel enterprise. 

Hie was carried from the car by the 
conductor and: several passengers, who, 
believing him still alive, sent the body 
to the City Dispensary, in the old City 
Hall. The body was sent from the 
Dispensary to the residence and his 
daughters, Mrs. H. .. Nietert and Mrs. 
Charies FE. Biank, the wives of South 
Side physicians, were summoned. 

. City officials, former mayors and pub- 
lie men are expected to attend the 
funeral, Arrangements as to pallbear- 
ers and officiating clergymen have not 
been completed. 

Born “Out Gravois Road.” 

Other mayors of St. Louis have at- 
tained Statewide and even national dis- 
tinction after leaving the office, but no 
other was so widely known during the 
period of his mayorality as was Ziegen- 
hein. 

His great sugarloaf hat, the only kind 
he ever was known to wear, his ‘manner 
of speech, the despair of writers who 
tried to quote him and his quaint 


‘;apeeches of welcome to visiting organ- 


izations, helped to extend his fame. 

Born in St. Louis County, “out the 
Gravois road,” he was taught German, 
the native tongue of his parents, and 
English simultaneously. Throughout 
his life he fell naturally into German 
speech and his English was spoken 
with a German accent. His father, a 
native of southern Germany, lived to 
the age of 106. 

He Kuew Grant. 

Ziegenhein’s boyhood home was near 
the Grant farm and he was never hap- 
pier than when relating how, in the 
aqays before the war, he and Grant 
hauled wood into St. Louis together. 

He served through the war as a mem- 

ber of the great body of German-Amer- 
icans whose loyalty kept Missouri in 
the Union. Though he was not actual- 
ly in Gen, Franz Sigel’s command, he 
never objected to having it said that he 
had “fought mit Sigel.’’ 
' After the war he returned to St. 
Louis and worked at a_i carpenter's 
bench, From this work he became a 
contractor, and several of the older 
large buildings of the city, including 
Druids’ Hall on- Market street, were 
erected by him. 

His first public office was that of 
City Councilman. Then he was a state 
legisiater. He was twice the Repub- 
lican nominee for City Collector -and 
was elected in 1903 on the Walbridge 
ticket. His indictment, following the 
disappearance of a $4102 tax check from 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion, was the sensation of the Wal- 
bridge administration. He was acquit- 
ted, fought for ‘‘vindicatien’ and got 
it In the form ef nomina‘ion and elec- 
tion as Mayor. 

Addressed Many Conventions. 

He became mayer in April, 1897, and 
a year later he moved the city effices 
from the red brick building at Eley- 
enth and Market streets to the present 
city hall, then some eight years in 
building. The center of the building 
Was net finished, and remained unfin- 
ished until some time after. Ziegenhein 
left office, but the city effices were 
occupied for the most part as at pres- 
ent. 

Of massive frame, with hair begin- 
ning to turn gray, Ziegenhein-in the 
early days of his mayoralty was a jov- 
lal figure, sure of a hearty “hand” 
wherever he went. 

He loved to address visiting conven- 
tions of all sortg, and his unvarying 
declaration that “your presence is an 
honor to our city’’ once got him into 
trouble with certain church organiza- 
tions, who did not see how an A. P. A, 
convention could be an honer to the 
city. .He was fond of reminding dele- 
gates to conventions of all sorts that 


she had two telephones and would help 


any of them out of trouble with the 
police. 

James Eads How, then a yeuth, called 
at Ziegenhein’s office one day to tell 
the mayor that he had detided to give 
away the “unearned increment” on his 
inheritance. He asked the mayor fo act 
as trustee. The mayor was amazed by 
the proposal and treated his visitor as 
a lunatic. 

Called Dewey “Uncle George.” 

“I thought,” he afterwards explained, 
“that he was crasy—one ef these Chris- 
tian Endeavor fellows, maybe.” 

The death of Adam — eldest 
of his nine children, : an Arkansas 
hunting resort, was a ms from: which 
the Mayor never recovered. He appointed 
hig second son, Fred W. Ziegenhein, his 
secretary in Adam’s place. 

In 1000 Mayor Ziegenhein welcomed

long _remembered. He was “Uncle 
Henry” and enjoyed being 80 called and 
he did not see why the. city’s guest 
should not be “Uncle George.” 

The dignified naval heto adapted him- 
self to the; unexpected situation and the 
May celebration in his honor was the 
biggest the city, up to that time, had 
ever seen. 

In thé same summer came the street 
car strike. Ziegenhein’s sympathies in- 
clined to the strikers and the chief ac- 
tion which he took during the period of 
disorder was to head a party which 
drove through South St. Louis in a 
wagonette to disprove ‘charges of riot- 
ing. 

Was Opposed by Filley, 

Early in his administration he had 
broken with his old-time chief, Chaun- 
cey I. Filley. Thereafter he spoke of 
Filey only as “old 2700,” a reference 
to the well known number of “The 
Mosque” on West Chestnut street, now 
Lawton avenue. 

Filley organized the Good Govern- 
ment Club and assailed the Mayor 
mercilessly. The fight on Ziegenhein 
in other quarters grew. It was a fight 
on the politicians who surrounded him 
as much as on the genial and personal- 
ly popular Ziegenhein. 

But the Mayor’s name, sometimes with 
the suffix ‘‘ism’’ added to show that a 
system and not merely an individual 
was meant, was made the object of at- 
tack. : 


Vetoed Boodle Bill. 
Ziegenhein vetoed the Central Traction 


bill, which, as afterward proven, was 
passed by a colossal bribery deal. The 
Municipal Assembly of 1898 passed it 
over his veto. 

As head of the city administration, 
Ziegenhein: was blamed by the public 
for the conditions existing in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, although he was not 
always on good terms with the House 
and Council. The Council majority 
‘thelp up’’ his slate of appointments for 
many weeks in 1899 and the House of 
Delegates elected in that year fought 
with him about patronage. Ziegenhein 
had a hand in the first organization of 
ths House of that year, but the organ- 
ization was soon overthrown and a new 
one effected, which was not friendly to 
the Mayor. 

The delay of this Assembly and its 

predecessor in passing lighting legisla- 
tion left the/West End dark for several] 
weeks in the fall o. 1900. Ziegenhein’s 
friends afterward said that certain re- 
marks he made at that time, which the 
public understood as placing the blame 
on himself, were an unfortunate in- 
stance of his generosity toward the men 
oh whom the blame should have rested. 

At the fall election of 1898 and the 
spring election of 1899, the forces be- 
hind Ziegenhein in South St. Louis stood 
firm and his tickets won. But in 1900 
the opposition gained great strength and 
the election of that fall, one result of 
which was the choice of Joseph W. Folk 
as Circuit Attorney, showed that the 
city was lost to the Mayor and uis 
party. 

The following spring Ziegenhein ac- 
quiesced in the nomination of George 
W. Parker for mayor and gave such 
aid as he could in the campaign, man- 
aged by Fred H. Kreismann, now 
mayor, who had been an opponent of 
Ziegenhein. Parker was defeated by 
Rolla Wells. ‘ 

Ziegenhein retired from the City Hall 
to the presidency of the Lafayette Bank 
en South Broadway, in which he had 
been active during his term: 

His wife died soon after his term 
ended and his sun, Bugene, died sud- 
denly in East St. Louis last October. 

He dropped from public view on his 
withdrawal from the City Hall, and 
his principal public appearance since 
that time was at an Assembly hearing 
on the bill to grant the World's Fair 
the use of Forest Park. He opposed 
this proposal vigorousiy and in later 
years pointed to the destruction of the 
park’s landscape as vindicating him in 
the stand he had taken. 

Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street 
Police Court referred, in opening court 
Friday, to the former. mayor's death 
and praised him as “an honest man and 
a goed citizen.”’ .

England ‘Wishes to Be Re- 
leased From Agreement and 
. Japan Is Willing. 


By Wire From the Washi on Bu-

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The exclu- 
sive publication in the New York World 
and the. Post-Dispatch that Japan is 
about to submit to the State Department 
a new proposal of far wider scope than 
the Root-Takahira understanding in 1908, 
has béen diplomatically denied. 
As the proposal has not yet been sub- 
mitted thé State Department declared 
emphatically and correctly that it had 
no knowledge of the matter whatever. 
Denials were made at the Japanese 
embassy of the existence of any note, 
which is true, because no note offi- 
cially exists. Bs 
Japan is now revising all her treaties 
with the foreign countries and attention 
‘will be paid also to all agreements and 
notes. Both the Japanese embassy and 
the State Department know officially 
that Japan is now drafting the new 
treaties to supplements existing ones 
with the powers. England wishes to 
get away from her treaty with Japan. 
and Japan, it is said here, is ready 
to let her go at the expiration of the 
Lansdowne-Hayashi agreement. Japan 
is desirous, however, of having a gov- 
ernment support her in the Orient with- 
out committing her agpinst any nation.

The points to be added to the new pro- 
posal, not included in the Root-Takahira 
agreement, and which could not be em- 
braced by the latter, even in its vague 
wording, are these: 
1. Consolidation in Asia, 
along the Pacific shores. 
3. 7 include Great Britain if she de- 
sires to become a party, through her 
alliance with the empire, by a triangu- 
lation of interests, or dissociate England 
entirely without in any way jeopardiz- 
ing British interests. 
8. Further definition of fisheries rights. 
4. That the jeopardy of the rights of 
either nation requiring safeguarding of 
common and mitual interésts and rights

ence, but a bid for arbitration. or other 
outlet. 

Japan to Maintain Peace. 
5. That the powefs signatory to ‘the 
Root note do not figure in any way in 
the motives behind this néw pact other 
than to share all the benefits to be de- 
rived by a direct understanding between 
two nations politically, diplomatically 
and commercially identified with the 
Pacific Basin, .namely, Japan and the 
United States. 
6. Japan will agree to maintain peace 
so long as her own sovereignty is not 
menaced. 
7. Japan, in the event that the United 
States will concede the moral right to 
guide and control Chinese Manchuria 
and the Pacific Basin in general, does 
not oppose Russia, nor does she seek 
any right other than that of mutual

ABU HAMED, Sudan, March. 18.—Col. 
Roosevelt’s European itinerary has been 
definitely determined with as much ex- 
actness a8 it is possible to make in ad- 
vance and was first announced today. 
The former President will arrive in 
Rome, April 3; in Paris, April 21; in 
Berlin, May 8, and in London, May 15 
to 17. 

In several instances, Col: Roosevelt 
will arrive at one city on the same day 
he leaves another, but counting each 
pertion of the day as a whole day, it 
may be said that he will pass a week 
in Paris, a week in Berlin, four days in 
Rome, three days each in Genoa, Vienna 
and Budapest; two days in Brussels, 
The Hague and Christiania and a day 
in Rotterdam, Hamburg, Copenhagen 
and Stockholm. 

The special train bearing Col. Roose- 
velt, Mrs. Roosevelt, Kermit, Miss 
Ethel and their Immediate party is due 
at Wady Halfa, 575 miles from Khar- 
tum, late tonight. Here a special steam- 
er, the Ibis, will be taken for Shel- 
lal. A visit will be made to Assouan 
and Luxer. At the latter place the 
train de luxe on the Sudan Government 
Railway -will be taken to Cairo, where 
the party is due Thursday. 

As already announced, the Roosevelts 
will gail from Alexandria on the steam- 
er Prinz Heinrich, March 80, for Naples, 
where the steamer is due April 2. Early 
the following morning the Americans 
will. proceed to Rome, where they will 
remain until] April 6, when they will go 
te Spezia for a day’s stay.

Crow Will Probably Have 
Charge of Campaign.

MUCH OF STATE DRY 


Two-Thirds of the 114 Coun- 
ties Have Already Voted 
Against Open Saloons. 


The St. Louis brewing and liquor in- 
terests are considering plans for the 
anti-prohibition campaign next fall. A 
constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of liquor will 
be submitted te the voters of Missouri 
at the November election. 

It is probable that former Attorney- 
General Edward C. Crow will occupy 
a leading role in the fight against pro- 
aibition. He is the legal rerpresenta- 
tive of the Independent Brewertes Co. 
ard the St. Louis ‘Brewing Association, 
which take in all the breweries in St. 
Louis except the Anheuser-Busch, Lemp 
and Union. 

Philip Stock, manager of the St. Louits 
Brewing Association, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that Crow will have 
charge of the campaign for that branch 
of the brewing industry but that others 
will be associated with him. Stock de- 
clined to say who the “‘others’’ are. 

Hugo Koehler, president of the Inde- 
pendent Breweries Co., said the corpor- 
ation has not yet mapped out a plan of 
campaign, but that it will undoubtedly 
co-operate with the anti-prohibition 
movement which he expects will devel- 
op. Koehler anticipates that the finan- 
cial, real estate and commercial inter- 
esta of St. Louis will take an active 
part in the anti-prohibition campaign 
and that the Independent Breweries will 
co-operate with them. 

License League te Be Active. 

He said he did not think the inde- 
pendents would celegate authority to 
any individual or set of individuals to 
conduct the campaign. 

The Model License League probably 
will take an active part in the cam- 
paign, as has in other statés. 

The prohibitionists are planning an 
early and aggressive campaign, and will 
put hundreds of oraters in the -field.

Missouri appears as two-thirds dry, 
as to area, in the map of the State 
shown in the 1910 year book of the Na- 
tional Anti-Saloon League, just pub- 
lished. Maps printed side by side in the 
volume. show the State in its present 
condition and in 1906, when it was three- 
fourths wet. 

Seventy-four of the State’s 114 counties 
(1% counting the City of St. Louis as 
a county) appear in white on the map. 
In 15 of these appear black specks, in- 
dicating that the county seat or a town 
of 2600 population still is wet. 

In its review of the year 1909, in Mis- 
souril, the book says: “Seven elections 
were held during th» year; four of these 
brought on by the liquor forces in dry 
counties, and each county voted dry by 
an increased majority over the previous 
election.

Montenos will lecture at a theater 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday to earn 
money enough to carry him to Kansas 
City. He will stop, however, at Jeffer- 
son City, to get the autograph of Gov.

The traveler spent three days in Wash- 
ington to get an audience with Presi- 
dent Taft. He finally succeeded in get- 
ting the President’s autograph and pho- 
tograph. 

Montenos must complete his trip 
around the world in five years or lose 
the wager. If he succeeds he will get 
his regular weekly salary in addition to 
the $5000 bonus. If he fails he loses all. 
He must earn en route the money he 
spends. 

“I want te reach San Francisco in 
time to see the Jeffries-Johnson fight,”’ 
said the reporter. ‘‘We have no prize 
fights to speak of in Holland and I am 
anxious to see the great battle.

Dr. A. A. McBrien, Health Commis- 
sioner of East St. Louis and a son-in- 
law of Mayor Cook, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday that he is await- 
ing the arrival of a new six-cylinder 
automobile, bought with the proceeds 


of his sale_of stock in the Consumer’s 
Electric Light and Power Co., to the 
electric lighting monopoly on the Eas? 
Side. 

Residents of East St. Louis are not 
so elated over the sale, because the ab-,\ 
sorption of the Consumer’s company 
entailed a loss to the city of approx!- 
mately $30,000 on a 10-year contract for 
lighting the city streets, over what they 
wel. have paid Had the City Council 
opened a sealed bid submitted by the 
Citizen's Electric Light and Power Co. 
The electric light monopoly in Bast St. 
Louis tightened its grip by absorbing the 
new company, and is pleased with the 
new franchise it got through the sale. 
Under its new name, the East St. Louis 
Electric Light and Power Co. begins 
business with a 99-year franchise, and a 
10-year city lighfing contract at a higher 
figure than has been paid heretofore, 
“The East St. Louis voters who will go 
to the polls in April to elect eight new 
members of the City Council, are ask- 
ing quéstions about the lighting deal. 
Alderman Brown, whose motion in the 
council prevented the opening of the 
sealed bids by which the city would 
have saved about $30,000, and Alderman 
Richard Gither, who voted in favor of 
granting the 99-year franchise, are can- 
didates for re-election. Six others were 
eliminated in the nominations for the 
coming election. The others are hold- 
over members of the council, 


$2400 Is Capital. 
The Consumer’s company entered the 


field last year. It was capitalized for 
$2400, which later was raised to $23,000. 
The principal stockholders were Dr. A. 
A. McBrien, W. H. Hauss of East 8t. 
Louis and A. C. Einstein of St. Louis. 
Einstein ts interested in a light fran- 
chise in St. Louis County and is con- 
sidered an expert at preparing fran- 
chises. 

The City Council readily ,Sranted it a 
franchise for 99 years to “string wires 
and poles about the streets. The city 
lighting contract held by the old com- 
pany, the Ci ns’ Blectric Light and 
Power Co., was to expire March 10, 1919. 
The new and old companies made bids 
The 
sumers’ company bid $70 per light. The 
Citizens’ company, by a sliding scale, 
approximated $70 a light. The City 
Council rejected both bids and asked 
for new bids. 

Action I# Rescinded. 

A week later, both companies sub- 
mitted sealed bids.. At the council meet- 
ing following a caucus in Mayor Cook's 
office, Alderman J. I. Brown moved that 
the action of the previous meeting be 
reconsidered, and it was carried. An 
adjournment was taken for five minutes. 
At that time the lighting committee, 
with Brown as spokesman, made a mo- 
tion that thé 10-year contract be let to 
the Consumer’s company on its old bid 
of $70 a light.

. The indignation of Auditor-General Gordon 
seems to uave got the better of his discretion. Not 
only would he make tax dodging a felony and en- 
large the penitentiaries or build new ones in 
which to incarcerate the culprits, but he would 
forego the formality of a trial.
